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(57) Abstract: A system and metliod for perfonning fractional resurfacing of a taiget area of skin using electromagnetic radiation 
are provided. An electromagnetic radiation is generated by an electromagnetic radiation source. The electromagnetic radiation is 
caused to be applied to a particular poition of a target area of skin. The electromagnetic radiation can be impeded from affecting 
another portion of the target area of the skin by a mask. Alternatively, the electromagnetic radiation may be applied to portions of 
1^ the target area of the skin, other than the particular portion. 
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
